The attack on the Petrolite, a Stand- 
ard Oil tanker, occurred in the Medi- 
terranean December 5. A protest sent 
soon afterward on preliminary reports 
from the tanker’s captain and crew 
brought the Austrian communication 
to which the new American note re- 
plies. 

Text of U. 8S. Note. 

The text of the rejoinder, which isin 
the form of a memorandum from Sec- 
retary Lansing to Ambassador Penfield 
at Vienna, follows: 

“Evidence obtained from the cap- 
tain and members of the crew of. the 
steamer Petrolite and from an exami- 
nation made of the vessel under direc- 
tion of the navy department, con- 
vinces this government that the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian government has obtain- 
ed an incorrect report of the attack on 
the steamer. With particular: refer- 
ence to the explanation made by the 
foreign office, the following informa- 
tion, briefly stated, has been obtained 
from sworn statements of the captain 
and members of crew: 

“No shot was fired across the bow 
of the steamer as a signal to stop. 
When the first shot was fired the cap- 
tain was under the impression that 
an explosion had taken place in the 
engine room. Not until the second 
shot was fired did the captain and 
crew sight the submarine which was 
astern of the steamer, and therefore 
they positively assert that neither the 
first nor the second shot was fired 
across the bow of the vessel.

THREE PROTESTS 
BY CARRANZA. 


Secretary Lansing had not studied 
today the trio of communications sub- 
mitted to the department within the 
last twenty-four hours by Eliseo Ar- 
redondo, Mexican ambassador desig- 
nate. They protest against the alleged 
actions of a large column of General 
Pershing’s men toward Mexican citi- 
zens, against the arrest of other Mexi- 
cans in the United States and against 
the general embargo, effected without 
proclamation, stopping virtually all 
shipments to Mexico. ’ 

The protests are being treated as 
routine matters. Two of them, relat- 
ing to alleged improper treatment of 
Mexican citizens, require reports either 
from army officers or from federal 
civil authorities in California and Ari- 
zona before any answer can be made. 

The protest, ges 3 with the em- 
bargo situation, probably could be 
quickly disposed of. In its note last 
Sunday the Washington government 
informed General Carranza that it con- 
strued as deliberately hostile his orders 
to General Trevino to limit by force 
the operations of General Pershing’s 
men. A formal repudiation of this at- 


ftitude has been required of the de 


facto government. If any reply were 
made to Mr. Arredondo pending the re- 
ceipt of some reply to that demand, 
undoubtedly it would be pointed out 
that the United States government is 
not disposed to furnish supplies to a 
potential enemy. 

Mr. Arredondo said tonight he would 
call attention of the state department 
to a report just received from the 
Mexican consul at El Paso that a Mexi- 
can boy, accompanied by his father 
on a train bound from Douglas, Ariz., 
to El Paso, had been beaten into in- 
sensibility yesterday by two American 
soldiers and two civilians who board- 
ed the train at Hachita, N. M. The 
consul reported the boy had a toy pis- 
tol which excited suspicion. 

The ambassador also let it be known 
that he had asked his government for 
information concerning a report that 
American troops had crossed-the bor- 
der pursuing bandits near Hachita yes- 
terday. 

There was a dearth of border advices 
at the war department today. Nothing 
was received relating to any incident 
in Mexico which might be the basis 
for charges contained in Mr. Arre- 
dondo’s note. The. note will be sub- 
mitted to General Funston so that a 
report from General Pershing may be 
obtained. 


RUSHING GUARD 
TO THE BORDER. 


The department was almost swamped, 
however, by the accumulating detailed 
work of getting 100,000 national guards- 
men equipped and to the border in the 
shortest possible time. Reports to the 
quartermaster general showed that the 
railroads were meeting the unusual 
strain on their facilities in highly satis- 
factory manner. Troop, supply and 
Stock trains are rushing southward 
over every available line. New trains 
are starting every hour. A flood of 
railroad equipment is converging on 
the border distribution points. Traffic 
experts of all lines involved are toiling 
night and day with army officiaJs to 
see that no serious delay occurs. 

‘rom manufacturers also satisfactory 
co-operation is being received, army of- 
ficials report. Secretary Baker made 
public today a statement from his sup- 
ply division chiefs that every need of 
the national guard as to clothing, equip- 
age and food was being met. It con- 
tained also the significant statement 
that arrangements would care for the 
situation in that regard, no matter how 
many troops might be called out. 

At the department and in the great 
military supply depots like Philedel- 
phia, St. Louis and San Francisco, huge 
shipments are being hurried to the state 
mobilization points in addition to those 
rushed to the border in preparation for 
the mobilization along that 1,800-mile 
line of the largest American army ever 
gathered in such narrow compass since 
the close of the civil war. 

From the arsenals, trains laden with 
implements of war, rifles, artillery and 
ammunition, are moving swiftly. Or- 
ders for additional machine guns have 
been placed, making certain an ade- 
quate supply of these valuable weap- 
ons among the troops now moving 
southward. 

Congress hurried forward toward 
adoption of the Hay resolution provid- 
ing for application of the draft. to 
members of the national guard at the 
president’s discretion. The conference 
committee of the two houses met again 
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OL Washington.

Whe the call to colors came Sunday 
a week ago, the hospital corps contain- 
ed nine men.

Five of this number, how- 
ever, have been disqualified by the fed- 
eralizing officers now on the scene. 

Captain Palmer Disqualified. 

Captain James H. Paimer, commander 
of Macon’s crack company, the Hus- 
sars, was disqualitiea today and has 
been supplanteu by his first lieutenant, 
Felton A. Whitaker. Disqualification 
does not mean that those eliminated by 
the mustering ofticers leave their or- 
ganizations at once, but that they con- 
tinue with the troops until the dis- 
qualification has been authorized by the 
war department, which, in instances, is 
expected to require considerable length 
of time. 

The large number or men who failed 
to pass muster still retain their places 
in the ranks. Should the command 
come for a move on the border, they 
would go, and later receive their re- 
lease or waiver acording to the action 
of Washington. 

At present the disqualification proc- 
éss will not have the depleting effect 
upon the Georgia guard that was at 
first feared. 

The field hospital corps is making 
preparation with the view of early 
transportation to the border. lt is 
nearer the border than any other na- 
tional guard corps of its description. 
Corps olficials have been precautioned 
that this unit is liable to call at any 
moment. Just now it is having its 
hands full examining troops for federal 
muster, administering anti-typhoid in- 
noculations, vaccinating against small- 
pox and caring for the few indisposed 
cavalrymen. 

Less than a half dozen cases of ill- 
ness have arisen since the camp was 
established. Two rookies developed 
aching joints from rigorous marches, 
and four caught cold trom drenchings 
in Monday’s heavy rains. Scores of 
guardsmen, however, are suffering 
from nauseaus effects of the anti-ty- 
phoid toxin. The anti-smalipox vac- 
cine and the toxin are administered 
simultaneously. Results vary. Some 
escape the aiiment, some feel it mild- 
ly. But others wrestle for hours with 
a racking headache, wobbly joints and 
a turbulent stomach. 

Three applications are given before 
the treatment is finished. The familiar 
“Hey, fellow, lay off that arm,” is 
heard in every block of every company 
street. 

The mustering activities are being 
conducted by Major Henry Page, U. 
S. A., with a corps of subordinate offi- 
cers. The staffs of Major Page and of 
Major Fort both commend the camp 
site as ideal for mobilization purposes 
in view of its health advantages, 

Except for the bivouacking of the 
troops who arrived today and are ex- 
pected tomorrow, the Georgians are 
virtually marking time because of the 
lack of equipment now en route from 
gmovernment arsenals. General Harris 
was shown a Washington dispatcn this 
afternoon to the effect that blankets 
and other supplies were being hurried 
to Macon by express. With complete 
equipment, it was stated, the Georgia 
guard will be ready for entrainment 
for service in the field within remark- 
ably short time. The Fifth regiment 
is in a tented home tonight. The At- 
lantans will be given the vaccine and 
virus either today or tomorrow and 


next will begin the work of training 


‘the “rookies.” 

Many regiments are conducting 
schools for officers as well as “rookies.” 

General Harris would not discuss the 
equipment situation, except to tell cor- 
respondents that there was no need of 
the state growing apprehensive over 
the delay of supplies, as national guard 
officials had been assured by Washing- 
ton that equipment was being rushed 
to the mobilization camp. 

“Rookies” are developing effiicency 
as each day passes. The rigors of the 
camp field, and strenuous drilling are 
whipping the new men into. shape. 
Camp officials roudly speculated this 
afternoon that by the time the Geor- 
gians took the field each man would 
be, in consideraion of the scant time 
for training, a well-rounded trooper.

SUFFRAGE LEADERS 
PLANNING FOR FIGHT 
IN THE LEGISLATURE 


Flushed with their success at the 
two great national conventions, held 
recently, the Atlanta Equal Suffrage 
association Wednesday held a celebra- 
tion in the parlors of Hotel Ansley, 
Mrs. Amelia Woodall, president, re- 
siding. Leonard J. Grossman, the first 
speaker, was introduced by ‘Mrs. Wood- 
all with the words: “When other men 
of Georgia held back, he was outspoken 
for the cause. He has answered our 


every call. He is the optimist among 
us. all, and indispensable as our at- 
torney.” . 

“Suffragists should pause in this 
hour of victory to do honor to Atlanta's 
Fifth regiment, now entrained for Ma- 
con and the war,” said Mr. Grossman. 
“We advocates of woman suffrage are 
the original advocates of preparedness, 
whether it be the aienaredaane for law 
enforcement in our own state, or pre- 

aredness for international law eén- 
orcement in Mexico. 

“This is the psychological hour for 
the enfranchisement of the women in 
Georgia. As solemn and binding as an 
oath is the declaration of the demo- 
cratic party in national convention as- 
sembled, for woman suffrage by state 
enactment. Little as our legislators 
may contemplate the thought the votes 
of four million women and ten. million 
men can be alienated from the demo- 
cratic standard and driven to Hughes 
if Georgia democrats repudiate their 
own party pledge to the advocates of 
suffrage. 

“All objections to woman suffrage 
were settled definitely, finally and un- 
mistakably in favor of the enfranchise- 
ment of women through state action 
by the democratic convention just ad- 
journed. Georgia is the first state in 
the country whose legislature convenes 
following the convention. So the 
charge that democracy’s indorsement 
of woman suffrage was insincere, and 
a mere bait for votes from the many 
women and men who demanded the 
suffrage plank must be branded by 
Georgia. I do not believe the great 
party of Thomas Jefferson and Wood- 
row Wilson would traduce a people 
with declaring for a cause in nationa! 
convention which it was their pur- 
uose to knife in the several] states. 

“If democracy’s stand is more than 
sounding brass and tinking cymbals, 
Georgia’s legislature will at this ses- 
sion submit to the people of Georgia 
the suffrage issue.

BRITISH DRIVE 
NOT YET STARTED. 


On the British front the expected big 
offensive by King George’s men ap- 
parently has not yet begun, but they 
are carrying out at various points suc- 
cessful raids on German positions and 


bombarding heavily from the region 
of La Bassee canal to the south of the 
Somme, In the latter region small Brit- 
ish attacks were put down by the Ger- 
mans, according to Berlin. 

Continuing their counter offensive 
against the Russians in Volhynia the 
Germans have captured the village of 
Linewka, to the west of Sokul, and also 
have taken by storm positions to the 
south of the village. Vienna reports 
that further Russian attacks near Kuty 
in Bukowina have been repulsed by 
the Austrian forces. 

Between the Vardar river and Lake 
Doiran on the Greek-Serbian border 
artillery duels are taking place. 


TERRIBLE FIGHTING 
ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


London, June 29.—A Lutsk dispatch 
to The Times dated Tuesday describes 
the terrible fighting on the Russian 
front. 

“This town,” says the correspondent, 
“ig a veritable maelstrom of war. From 
not many miles away by night and day 
comes the almost uninterrupted roar of 
heavy gun fire and all day long the 
main street is filled with the clatter of 
caissons, guns and transports going 


forward and returning mingled with 
wounded in every conceivable form of 
vehicle. 

“Along the entire front the contend- 
ing armies are locked in a fierce and 
ceaseless struggle. No hour. passes 
when there is not somewhere an attack 
or counter attack going forward with 
bitterness and ferocity. The troops 
coming from Germany are rendering 
the Russian advance difficult, and the 
general nature of the fighting is de- 
fense by vigorous counter attacks. 

“The results on this front probably 
depend purely upon the German capac- 
ity to concentrate overpowering masses 
of troops against the Russians. But it 
seems safe to assume that whatever 
happens any possible Austro-German 
advance will cost the enemy forces in- 
calculable loses. The first installment 
of the Prussian guard is arriving at 
Kovel, and the.German emperor him- 
self is at that point, where the Germans 
are straining every effort to accumulate 
troops and bring up heavy guns for one 
of their characteristic drives.

IMPORTANT GAIN 
FOR THE GERMANS. 


Berlin, June 28.—(Via London.)—For 
several days it had seemed that the 
fighting on the Russian front had come 
virtually to a standstill, the Russians 
having reached the mountainous region 
of Bukowina, which the Austrians had 
selected for a strong stand, and that 
neither side apparently was able to 
make substantial progress in Volhynia. 

Today’s laconic announcement in the 
general staff bulletin of the capture of 
Linewka village in Volhynia, however, 
reflects an important German success, 
but it gives no indication of the terri- 
ble fighting there. The correspondent 
of The Lokal Anzeiger, writing June 23, 
says the fighting at Linewka has been 
of the hardest along the entire front. 


TERRIBLE WORK 
BY BRITISH GUNS. 


London, June 29.—The first special 
dispatches from British headquarters 
in France since the present activities 
began appear in’the morning newspa- 
pers today. They emphasize the heavy 
shelling to which the British have sub- 
jected the German lines on a front of 
90 miles. One dispatch tells of the ob- 
literation of an entire village which the 
Germans had been using for billet pur- 
poses and adds: 

“The object is a simple but terrible 
one. It is to kill the Germans in large 
numbers and save British man-power 
as much as possible. It is to destroy 
the enemy’s batteries, break up his de- 
fensive works, blow up his ammuni- 
tion stores behind the line and bring 
down his observation balloons, to reach 
his men in and beyond their com- 
munication trenches, in their billets 
and rest camps on the railways and 
generally to cause the destruction of 
his offensive powers over a wide area. 
The British gunfire has been success- 
ful in many of these objectives.”

Hughes had had a most satisfactory 
talk and that he was really greatly 
pleased. The former president made it 
plain that he agrées with the attitude 
Mr. Hughes has taken toward the ques- 
tions at issue in the campaign and he 
assured the nominee that he would 
support him with the utmost heartiness. 

Colonel Roosevelt said that Mr. 
Hughes stated he much desired the col- 
onel to aid in the campaign and it 
was agreed that in the fall Colonel 
Roosevelt should make three or four 
speeches for Mr. Hughes.

Dr. Nighbert was followed by the 
commissioner of agriculture, J. ‘ 
Price, who explained the necessity of 
markets for the products of the farm 
and pointed to the great packing plant 
at Moultrie as an instance of what such 
enterprise can do in helping the farm- 
er. He urged the farmer to consider 
his occupation a business, to use bus- 
iness methods in the cultivation of the 
soil and the marketing of his surplus. 

Dr. Bahnsen Speaks, 

The afternoon session ended with an 
address by Dr. Peter Bahnsen, the 
state veterinarian, who spoke inter- 
estingly on the many diseases of stock 
and the necessity of seeking the aid 
of licensed veterinarians in curing the; 
diseased animals. He also took a hu- 
morous but highly interesting fling 
at some of the supposed diseases, such 
as cow “loging her cud,” which, he ex- 
piained, was an impossibility, and no 
man who heard his explanation of the 
“cud chewing” process will ever try to 
give a cow an artificial cud when she 
“goes off her feed.” 

Vhousands visited the great pack- 
4mg plant just north of the city of 
Moultrie during the afternoon and wit- 
nessed the process of turning hogs into 
meat, following the routine of the 
work from where the hogs were kept 
in pens until the finished meat arrived 
in the shipping roObm ready to be load- 
ed on the cars. The plant, when origi- 
nally built, had a capacity of 350 hogs 
and 25 head of cattle per day; it has 
since been enlarged to a capacity of 
800 hogs and thirty head of cattle. The 
hogs are bought up within a radius of 
100 miles of Moultrie and farmers, by 
the sale of stock in the middle of sum- 
mer, have ready cash for their necessi- 
ties.

No Intention to Ram. 


‘If the ship had intended to ram 
the submarine she would not have stop- 
ped her engines and this must have 
been evident to the submarine com- 
mander. Naval authorities here agree 
that there could have been no danger 
of the ship ramming the submarine 
until it was headed straight for the 
submarine and was under power, and 
even then the submarine could have so 
maneuvered as to avoid cotlision. The 
Petrolite was two miles away from 
the submarine. The engines and fun- 
nel of the Petrolite were at the stern, 
and from the general appearance of 
the ship no experienced naval officer 
caquld have: believed that it had op- 
portunity or sufficient speed to attack 
even if it had been steaming directly 
toward the submarine. The conduct 
of the submarine commander showed 
lack of judgment, self-control or wil- 
ful intent amounting to utter disre- 
gard of the rights of a neutral. 

“According to the sworn statements 
of the captain of the steamer and a 
seaman who accompanied him to the 
submarine, the commander of the lat- 
ter stated that he mistook the steamer 
for a cruiser. This statement is at 
variance with the statement in the 
Austro-Hungarian government’s note 
that the captain of the submarine as- 
serted a false maneuver on the part of 
the steamer prompted the submarine 
to continue to fire. 

“The captain of the steamer swears 
that he informed the commander of 
the submarine that he had only suffi- 
cient provisions to reach the port of 
Algiers and that he would deliver pro- 
visions only under compulsion. He 
states positively in hie affidavit and 
in conversation with officials of the 
department that he did not give pro- 
visions readily nor did he say it was 
the duty of one seaman to help anoth- 
er, and that he refused payment be- 
cause he was being compelled to de- 
liver food in violation of law. The 
statement of the captain of the Petro- 
lite is entirely at variance with the re- 
port of the submarine commander, 


American Seaman Held as Hostage. 


“The correctness of the captain's 
opinion that the wounded seaman was 
held as a hostage to guarantee the de- 
livery of food seems clear. Obviously 
the commander of the submarine had 
no right to order the seaman to re- 
main on board. The fact that this or- 
der was given showed that the cuom- 
mander insisted that food was to be de- 
livered to him, otherwise the seaman 
would naturally have accompanied the 
captain back to his vessel. The out- 
rageous conduct of the submarine com- 
mander and all the circumstances of the 
attack on the Petrolite warranted the 
captain in regarding himself as being 
compelled in order to avoid further vi- 
olence to deliver food to the com- 
mander of the submarine. 

“In the absence of other and more 
satisfactory explanation of the attack 
on the steamer than that contained in 
the note addressed to you by the for- 
eign office, the government of the Unit- 
ed States is compelled to regard the 
conduct of the commander of the sub- 
marine in attacking the Petrolite and

Adjutant General Declares 
War Department Is Re- 
sponsible for Any Lack of 
System in Militia. 


In reply to the criticisms of General 
Leonard Wood, U. S. A., of the “system 
or lack of system of equipping the 
State militia for duty,’ published in a 
news dispatch in Wedwesday morn- 
ing’s issue of The Constitution, Adjutant 
General J. Van Holt Nash, of Georgia, 
has sent a statement to The Consti- 
tution, pointing out that not the na- 
tional guard, but the division of 
militia affairs at Washington is re- 
sponsible for whatever lack of system 
there may be. — 

General Nash points to many in- 
efficiencies in the system, as exempli- 
fied in the recent mobilization of the 
Georgia militia, and lays the blame for 
lack of equipment for men upon this 
faulty system. 

General Nash’s Statement. 

General Nash’s statement is as fol- 
lows: | 

“Editor Constitution: I notice a press 
statement in this morning’s Constitution, 
the 28th instant, headed. ‘National Guard 
System Criticised by General Wood,’ in 
which the general is quoted as saying as 
follows: 

"The present system, or lack of sys- 
tem, of equipping the state militia for 
active duty was the main reason for de- 
lay in the mobilization and sending of 
troops to the border.’ 

“I beg to say that the article in question 
appears to me rather misleading, especially 
to a layman, in that an indirect criticism 
of the national guard is at least implied 
when in fact they are the innocent victims 
of the ‘system, or lack of system,’ com- 
plained of by the general. The question is 
now who is really responsible for the afore- 
said system if not the war department, 
from whom all equipments and regulations 
emanate for the control and supply of the 
national guard.

Technicalities and Red Tape. 

“As an example of the system complained 
of by General Wood, where technicalities 
and red tape are apparently permitted to 
crowd out the every day, result-getting, 
commonsense business methods, let me cite 
the following facts respecting the situation 
we are now facing and the method of the 
war department in furnishing equipments, 
horses and mules for the Georgia troops 
called for service on the Mexican border: 

“Under the laws and regulations of the 
war department the Georgia troops are only 
supplied with peace strength equipments. 
When this amount of equipment has been 
purchased by the state with the federal 
funds appropriated by congress for the sup- 
port of the militia no further issues are 
authorized by the war department. In this 
respect Georgia was considered sufficiently 
armed and equipped for field service at 
peace strength, as shown by the results of 
the last federal inspection made by the 
United States army. officers, and was so 
notified by the chief, division of militia af- 
fairs.- Requisitions for additional equip- 
ment are not authorized or possible, and 
would not be allowed under the regulations 
of the wardepartment if submitted. Under 
paragraph 455-456, Army Regulations, 1913, 
the war department obligates itself to fur- 
nish all of the states, without requisition, al! 
articles of arms and equipment in excess of 
peace strength to bring its forces up from 
peace strength to war strength, which is 
150 men per company. In other words, for 
illustration, the peace strength of a com- 
pany of infantry is sixty-five men—the war 
strength 150 men. The state is allowed 
equipment for sixty-five men and the gov- 
ernment obligated itself to supply the equip- 
ment for eighty-five men in case of war. 
Now this equipment for the eighty-five men 
for this particular purpose 1s supposed to 
be stored in various depots in various parts 
of these United States and not in the ar- 
senals of the respective states where it 
should be, and to be delivered promptly by 
the government at the mobilization camps 
of the states, without requisition from the 
states, on the first call of troops by the 
president. What is the result? All Georgia 
troops now at mobilization camp, Macon, 


‘in excess of the peace strength are without 


equipments, and who’s to blame? Assuredly 
not the national guard, as alleged by some 
writers, but those officers of the govern- 
ment who are in charge. The adjutant 
general of the state of Georgia waited six 
days before ordering the troops from home 
station to the mobilization camp in order to 
give the government time to send the extra 
equipment. Not getting it, he sent requisi- 
tions, although against regulations Still 
getting no results, he telegraphed the 
Georgia senators in Washington for help, 
and they personally took the matter up 
with the secretary of war, who acknow!l- 
edged the complaint as just and stated that 
the different bureaus were doing their best 
and working over capacity and could do no 
better. Thus stands the equipment situa- 
tion. Theory vs. Practice. 
Department Regulations. 

“Respecting the supply ofr horses and 
mules, I give here briefly the war depart- 
ment regulations to acquire animals to an- 
swer an emergency call. To equip the 
troops of Georgia the following animals are 
needed: Riding horses, 701; draft horses, 
268: riding mules, 18; draft mules, 424; 
pack mules, 61. Total animals, 1,462. Un- 
der the regulations of the war’ department 
these animals could not be purchased in the 
local market by the state authorities. The 
adjutant general is required to notify local 
dealers to send bids to far distant recruit- 
ing remount stations, the nearest one be- 
ing Front Royal, Va, and there the dealers 
will receive blanks, instructions, etc., upon 
which to base their bids, which will be 
opened at a later date. In the present in- 
stance bids were not opened until June 26— 
six days after the troops were ordered to re- 
port: for duty, and how much longer before 
the contracts will be awarded or the anl- 
mals will be supplied is unknown. The ad- 
jlitant general was guaranteed by Atlanta 
dealers a twenty-four-hour delivery at Ma- 
con provided purchases were made in At- 
lanta, and if he had been allowed by the 
war department system to purchase in the 
local market our troops would have long 
since been supplied.

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BETTER CITY GOVERNMENT. 


With practically unanimous response, 
over one thousand members of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce have sent in signed 
postal cards declaring that in their opinion 
Atlanta needs radical revision of her mu- 
nicipal government system, and that that 
organization should take the lead in bringing 
it about. 

The two great and important things de- 
cided by this simple chamber of commerce 
referendum are that Atlanta needs a better 
and more efficient municipal government 
system, and that the chamber should take 
the lead in bringing it about. | 

-No more timely step in Atlanta’s behalf, 
perhaps, has ever been taken. With the 
legislature now in session for a 50-day pe- 
riod, the one regret is that final decision in 
the matter was not reached before now, in 
order that ample time might have been al- 
lowed for the work necessary to the prepa- 
ration of a new and better city charter. But 
that was not done and Atlanta must make 
the best now of the time at her command. 

The city election comes on in the fall; 
the primary will be held in August. There 
ig time enough to advertise -the proposed 
new charter in accordance with the require- 
ments of state law and to submit it for 
legislative action before the adjournment of 
the present session, and if relief cannot be 
obtained at this session the city should send 
representatives who will make it their busi- 
ness to at least give the people the right to 
vote on the question as to what kind of a 
charter they want. 

There is nothing more important to At- 
lanta right now than the proper revision of 
her municipal system upon some substantial 
and economic basis. It is the plain duty of the 
Atlanta. Chamber of Commerce to take the

A STATE AUDITOR. 


The report of the special auditor. who 
has just completed an examination into the 
finances of the different state departments 
discloses unbusiness-like methods in many 
of them. This discovery is a demonstration 
of the need of a regular state auditor, as 
The Constitution has time and again urged 
and contended. 

It is not altogether a question of watch- 
ing the expenditure of state finances, and 
seeing to it that no moneys are paid out 
improperly; but more important still is the 
introduction into each department which 
handles state funds of a careful and ade- 
quate busiress system and the familiarizing 
of department heads and clerks with the 
details of it. 

Comparatively few, if any, of the men 
elected or appointed to positions of respon- 
sibility under the state government are 
trained business men. Many of them have 
had business experience and yet know 
nothing of bookkeeping or accounting sys- 
tems. This fact alone should stress the im- 
portance of the introduction of such sys- 
tems under a regular state official who 
might watch their operations, thereby assur 
ing the handling and expenditure of all 
state funds exactly in accordance with: law. 

Fortunately, the special auditor’s report 
shows that the state has not lost a penny 
through any of its departments. This 
demonstrates the fact that there has been 
no effort made at any point to take advan- 
tage of the state. At the same time there 
are indications of lax administrative system 
in a number of the departments, and there 
is always, of course, the possibility of loss 
through this fault, even without the knowl- 
edge of the head of the department. 

There isn’t a concern in the world that

a a _ tt is unfortunate that Georgia, receiving and | 


| expending more than six million dollars 
every year, should not long since have estab- 
lished a permanent auditing system with all 
that it‘means in the careful and accuratély 
legal handling of public funds. 

If the special auditor’s report, which is 
soon to be submitted to the legislature, re- 
sults in a system that will bring about a 
greater degree of efficiency and put every 
department of the state upon a thorough- 
going business basis, it will have served a 
splendid purpose. | 


There remains just one serious trouble 
in connection with the completion of the 
Dixie highway and its development as a 
splendid all-the-year-around road from Chi- 
cago and the Great Lakes to Miami, Fla., 
and that is the crossing of the Cumberland 
Mountain chain running through Tennessee 
into Alabama. 

So far as the eastern route is concerned, 
from Chattanooga north through Knoxville, 
most gratifying progress is being made, and 
there is now practically a perfect pike 
from Chattanooga to Middlesboro. Here it 
remains to provide good roads passage 
across the Cumberlands through three 
Kentucky counties. But they are now at 
work upon it and the coming fall will see 
the opening of the eastern route. 

It is over to the west and upon the 
routes through Nashville that the worst 
difficulties have been encountered. Just to 
the west of Chattanooga the road crossing 
the Cumberland range through three Ten- 
nessee counties has been practically im- 
passable. This obstacle to highway travel 
over this route existed to such an extent 
that it was practically diverted from Chat- 
tanooga, going from Nashville to Huntsville, 
Ala., thence to Gadsden, Rome and Atlanta. 
The link between Huntsville and Gadsden, 
unfortunately, seriously interferes with the 
value of that road, although its condition 
is not nearly so bad as that part of the 
Dixie highway crossing the Cumberlands 
near Chattanooga. 

The situation in the three counties just 
to the west of Chattanooga is now being 
successfully worked out. The state of Ten 
nessee has furnished the convicts needed by 
these three counties for that purpose, the 
counties leasing them, and within a few 
months a splendid all-the-year-around road 
will have been built over the Cumberlands 
from Chattanooga to Nashville. 

Then, what becomes of the Huntsville 
route? 

As a result of the impassable road be- 
tween Chattanooga and Nashville, the Gads- 
den and Huntsville route has acquired a 
large amount of tourist travel and the repu- 
tation of having, as bad as it is, the best 
road between the points in question into 
southern territory. 

Do the Huntsville and Gadsden people 
propose now to lose what they have gained 
through the delay in Tennessee? They are 
sure to lose it as soon as the road from 
Nashville. to Chattanooga is built, unless 
they make similar provision for the proper 
construction and maintenance of their own 
highway. Having secured both the reputa- 
tion and the travel, it is up to them to keep 
at least a part of it, and the only way to 
do it is for them to make a road that will at 
least compare with the other one. As it is 
now, the link between Gadsden and Hunts- 
ville is very bad, and unless it is put in good 
order by the time the other route is opened, 
there will be an end of through tourist 
travel by way of Huntsville and Gadsden. 
What do these enterprising Alabama towns 
propose to do about it? 


NOT THE GUARD’S FAULT. 


Construed by some as a criticism of the 
national guard, the statement made in New 
York the other day by Major General 
Leonard Wood as to the lack of system in 
providing equipment for the state troops, is 
really a criticism of the national govern- 


partment. | 


in their armories General Wood attributed 
the delay in the mobilization of state militia 
organizations. He pointed out that the 
militia is not permitted, under existing laws, 
to keep extra equipment in their armories; 
therefore, when called out for service under 


-listments, there is unavoidable delay in se- 
curing arms and equipment for the new 
men. Continuing, General Wood says: 


This is far different from the regular 
army system and from the reserve sys- 
tem of European nations. An European 
reservist can leave San Francisco for 
the headquarters of his company in his 
own country, and find there waiting him 
in lockers everything he will need. 

The result of the Mexican trouble, I 
believe, will be reconstruction of the sys- 
tem of equipping the national guard. In 
the future [| believe state organizations 
will have on hand in their armories their 
own equipment. 


There could be no more pointed criticism 
of the war department and its failure in the 
matter of readiness than this statement 
from General Wood, the head of the army 
organization. 

So far as the national guard is con- 
cerned, it has made a phenomenal showing. 
Acting under a brand-new law just passed 
by congress, its members have generally 
taken the required oath, have mustered in 
thousands of new recruits, and are now 
ready to move to the Mexican border, ex- 
cept for the equipment which the war de- 
partment has yet to furnish. 

Atlanta has already sent a thousand men 
to Macon. The rest of Georgia is sending 
several thousand more. Every state in the 
union is doing the same thing. They have 
demonstrated beyond question that they 
have the men, the enthusiasm and the 
patriotism, and the only thing lacking is the 
needed uniforms and weapons with which 
to fight. 

The only thing that was actually ready 
when the call was made was the national 
guard. It looks now as if it were up to 
Washington to get ready for emergencies 
of this sort and be prepared to take care of 


them with equal promptitude.

GOVERNOR. HARRIS DELIVERS MESSAGE 
TO LEGISLATURE AT OPENING SESSION 


— _ 


Governor Nat E. Harris Wednesday 
morning delivered in person his first 
message to the present session of the gen- 
eral assembly... A resume of his message 
is as follows: 

The governor refers to the improved busi- 
ness condition of the country since the last 
Session of the legislature, saying: “The banks 
are thriving; money is easy and the people 
of the commonwealth, generally, are in much 
better spirits.” 

Referring to the recent Mexican compli- 
cation, he says: 

“The call for the national guard, it is 
hoped, has been more to teach our sister 
republic that the Unite@ States is not as 
helpless as our critics have sought to prove.” 

“The work which was done at the extraor- 
dinary session of the legislature is begin- 
ning to make itself felt throughout the 
State,’ says the governor. 

The special audit of the state departments 
and institutions, under a resolution adopted 
at the extra session, the governor says “will 
be laid before your body in a separate mes- 
sage, With such recommendations as the mat- 
ter requires.” In passing, though, attention 
is directed to the fact that in a previous 
message the necessity for a permanent 
auditor was presented to the legislature, and 
emphasis is laid that “the necessity for this 
still exists.’’ 


Concerning State’s Finances. 


Touching the state’s finances the message 
Says, despite the war conditions, the collee- 
tion of the state’s taxes “has kept pace in 
reasonable proportion with that of other 
years,” though there has been some delay 
and, as a result of this, the governor has 
been put to some trouble in meeting matur- 
ing obligations, both to employees and cred- 
itors of the state. To do this $300,000 was 
borrowed at 3% per cent, the loan being 
payable in September from corporation taxes. 

The governor shows that the _ taxable 
values in Georgia, ten years ago, as shown 
by the digests, were $577,840,282, while in 
1915 they were $951,763,072. The total reve- 
nue from all sources in 1905 was $4,262,595.42 
and in 1915, $6,633,423.64. The total appro- 
priations in 1905 were $4,260,844.36 and in 
1915 $6,411,875.25. 


Burning Candle at Both Ends. 


“The state’s financial problem has been 
made doubly serious by the fact that the 
legislature during the past several years has 
adopted a policy, the efrect of which has been 
to reduce the state’s sources of income. [ 
refer,’ says the governor, “to the abolition 
of the lease convict system and tie repeal of 
the tax on liquor, near beer and locker clubs 
—measures which I sincerely approve, but 
which have had the effect of diminishing our 
sources of income, while the appropriations 
have been steadily increasing. ‘The state 1s 
burning the candle at both eads, and is now 
spending more money than she has revenue.” 
He adds that the tax act, approved August 
14, 1913, has alone been responsible for the 
state being able to meet obligations and now, 
sO great is the loss in revenue and so ex- 
tended the appropriations that even with an 
increase in the tax rate to five mills this 
year, “there will be a deficit in the revenue 
of $205,000. The legislature is asked to set 
about increasing the revenue by designing 
new sources of income.” 

The tax equalization act, he says, has ac- 
complished much, but it has even greater 
possibilities “if the general assembly will lend 
its aid in perfecting the same.” He, therefore, 
asks that there be taken away from the act 
its objectionable features, rather than that 
it be repealed at the present time. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
same. deficiency in the printing fund exists 
as was there at the last session, and the 
request is made that the necessary appropria- 
tion be made to cover. 

Recommends Purchasing Agent. 


The legislature is asked to pass a law 
defining the duties of the keeper of public 
buildings and grounds “in plain terms,” and 
adds: 

“It would be well, also, to make him the 
purchasing agent at the capitol and possibly 
his duties might be extended to the whole 
state, if a central purchasing agency could 
be established and authorized. 

Attention is called to the fact that a short- 
age was discovered in this office shortly 
after the governor was inaugurated, and an 
auditor put on the books of the keeper, with 
the result that the assistant keeper was 


. found short in his accounts $4,421.78, and with 


an excess of unpaid bills over the appropria- 
tions of $14,210.83. The assistant keeper failed 
to make good the shortage, but’ it Has been 
made good by the keeper, except the pro- 
ceeds of certain forged checks which Keeper 
Latimer is now endeavoring to ‘collect from 
the bank. 
Action on National Guard. 


The governor reviews the _ contentions 
made that juvenile courts are a benefit in 
reclaiming children and says: 

“It might be weil that the legislature 
should take up the law passed at the session 
of 1915 and extend its operation throughout 
the entire state. The general assembly might 
consider the question of establishing a train- 
ing school for boys at some point other than 
the state prison tarm.” 

Reference is made to the recently enacted 
act of congress providing for the federaliza- 
tion of the national guard and attention is 
directed to the fact that “under the provi- 
sions of the act it is necessary for the gen- 
eral assembly to take legislative action at 
this session to meet the requirements, if our 
state is to co-operate with the national gov- 
ernment.” In this the governor says. the 
national guard is “of inestimable value to the 
state in time of peace; as it has been and 
will be again to the nation in time of war.” 
The act of congress is commended to the leg- 
islature by the governor, with the prompt 
passage of the state laws that are needed 
recommended. 

Western and Atlantic Railroad. 

On the question of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, he takes the position that 
the road should be leased again. However, 
he will send a special message on the sub- 
ject to the legislature. 

“A report of the operations of the lease 
commission will be furnished by the chair- 
man, Hon. C. M. Candler, at the present ses- 
sion of the legislature and will be laid be- 
fore your body, accompanied by a special 
message from the executive.” 

“The prospect of leasing the road seems 
very favorable,” says the message. “Consul- 
tations with railroad authorities have led 
most of the commission to believe that, when 
the necessary data has been collected and 
the work which the law requires has been 
completed, there will be strong probability 
of being able to conclude the work of the 
commission by securing a lease at a larger 
increased figure over the present rental. 

“The commission did not think fit to ask 
for bids, both on account of the fact that the 
collection of the data had not been concluded 
as well as from the fact that it was repre- 
sented that no railroad company would bid 
on the property without an amendment to 
section 11-A of the lease act, concerning the 
sub-letting of the road. It has been strongly 
objected that no. company could afford to 
bid, unless this section should be stricken 
out.” 

State’s Best Asset. 

Continuing the message says: 

“The Western and Atlantic railroad is the 
best of all the tangible assets of the state of 
Georgia. If it should unfortunately happen 
that the road cannot be leased, then it 
should be made plainly the duty of the com- 
mission to ascertain what other disposition 
can be reached; what would be the probable 
result if the state should be forced to operate 
jit, at what price it could be sold, or upon what 
terms it could be extended to the sea, with 
the result in each case well set forth. 

“It is the earnest hope of the executive 
that the commission will be able to lease 
the road. . It should never be sold unless 
the people, themselves, pass upon the ques- 
tion.” 

The action brought against the state to 
contest the anti-paralleling act is reviewed 
by. the governor. 

’ Reference is made to the contract between 
the state and the Tennessee Copper company 
to set aside a certain amount of money to 
be awarded by arbitration for any damages 
to growing crops, and the governor says: 

“Considerable dissatisfaction has arisen

over the operation of this contract and a 
very strong demand has been made on the 
executive to give notice required to termi- 
nate the same,’ but the governor passes the 
entire matter up to the legislature, inasmuch 
as it acted on the original contract, to give 
direction as to the final disposition of this 
In doing this he refers to the 
large investment by the copper company near 
the Georgia border, the employment of more 
than a thousand Georgia people and its ex- 
penditure of $2,000,000 annually. 

Continuing he says: 

“Tf the contract is abrogated the citizens 
will be left to their remedies in the Ten- 
nessee courts, and the state can go on with 
the litigation to secure injunctions and, if 
necessary, stop or greatly impede the opera- 
tions of the plant. After careful examination 
into the matter and a visit to the scene, I 
have not found any facts to justify the charge 


| 


of bad faith or corruption, or even bias on the 
part of the arbitrators appointed by the 
state.” 

Changes for Prison Board. 


The governor, referring to the pardon 
board, created in 1897 of members of the 
prison commission says of this work put on 
the prison commission by legislative act, that 
it is distinctly authorized by the constitution 
and the governor has no legal authoirty to 
act “on applications for clemency until the 
boari has first considered the same,” but, he 
Says, utiortunately the action of the board 
has no legal value at all. He says “no time 
‘whatever is saved by the application to this 
board,” and he earnestly recommends that 
some method of procedure be outlined by 
which the work of the board can be made 
available, by amending the constitution if 
deemed advisable. Either this or the work 
of the board should be changed so as to 
relieve it from passing on questions involv- 
ing applications for executive clemency, and 
confining its duties merely to the collection 
of evidence and the presentation of questions 
necessary to reaching proper conclusions ‘by 
the governor. He says the matter of parole 
should be left entirely to the board. 

la concluding he says: 

‘It does not seem exactly correct to have 
the same officers in charge of the convicts, 
responsible for the working, charged with 
the duty of supervising and taxing care of 
them, and at the same time compelled to pass 
On apdiications for clemency by the convicts 
in their charge.” He strongly recommends 
that the commission be “relieved of all duty 
concerning clemency to prisoners and that a 
board of three experienced persons, skilled 
im the law, be appointed.” 

In reference to the _ state 
tion, the governor says it is not proper to 
send drug addicts to the state farm, and he 
especiaily urges that some provision be made 
i Drama disposition and care of insane con- 
victs.

Question of “Lynch Law.” 

On the subject of “lynch law” the gover- 
nor says: 

“While Iam confident that the people of 
other states, if placed in the same situation 
with our people, would act in the main as 
they do, vet it is none the less reprehensible 
and greatly to be deplored. When some great 
crime has been committed, involving the 
crossing of the line between the two races, 
and the mob starts to avenge it, there is 
practically a declaration of war. Men lay 
aside all personal fear, and, seizing armas, 
march together as in the day of genuine 
battle. Human life. property rights, regard 
of self—all of these are lost sight of in the 
presence of the awful purpose which burns 
and boils and roars in the cauldron of the 
soul of the conspirators. The remedy for all 
of this is, of course, obedience to law. This 
would prevent the crimes that lead to lynch- 
ing. The better adjustment of the relations 
between the negro and the white man is 
much to be desired. If liquor could be kept 
from both races there would be less danger 
of the crimes which lead to lynching... . 
It has been recommended that there should 
be reform in our criminal procedure. , 
[ respectfully ask of the legislature a care- 
ful consideration of the subject at the present 
Session and the shaping of such: additional 
legislation as may be necessary to bring 
about a complete cessation of the lynching 
evil in our land.” 

The governor denies the criticism that the 
exercise of the pardon power has‘to do with 
this evil. 

Wants Four-Year Term. 

He refers to the change in county offices 
from terins of two years and thinks similar 
change should be made with respect to state- 
house offices, saying the argument in favor 
of four years for state officers is even 
stronger than in the case of county officers, 
and says: : 

“It is neither dignified 
the governor who wishes to succeed himself 
should be subjected to the strain of a canvass 
commenced only six months after he hag en- 
tered ipon the discharge of the duties of his 
office.”

The Jim Smith Case. 


Reference ig made to the effect of the 
inheritance tax on the case of the estate 
of the late James M. Smith, and the fact 
that “the collection of the tax has been held 
up by the action of the United States court 
at Macon.” 

And, in comment on this the govérnor 
takes a bit of a fling at Judge Emory Speer, 
in a sort of return expression, in saying of 
Judge Speer: “His action necessarily de- 
layed the collection of the state’s claim, 
which, to say the least of it, was rather ‘un- 
usual,’ ”’ 

On the question of college enddéwments 
the governor calis attention to the tax ex- 
emption bill which passed the senate and 
failed in the house by only four votes, 
and, most earnestly advises the passage of 
this measure in order that it may be sub- 
mitted to the people. 

He recommends the enactment by the 
house of the bill limiting the expenditures 
of candidates in campaigns in Georgia, it 
having been passed by the senate. 

He says among the meritorious legislation 
now pending is the factory inspection bill 
and the semi-monthly pay bill. 

The laxity in the matter of securing and 
returning marriage licenses he commends 
to the attention of the legislature with the 
request that investigation be made. 

Attention is directed to the fact that the 
constitution provides a salary of $2,000 for 
the state treasurer and $1,600 for clérical 
help. The governor says that the treasurer 
handled $11,000,000 dollars in a year and is 
under a bond of $200,000, and that his work 
“would be worth, in an ordinary institution, 
more than $6,000.” 

In respect to the state library, the gov- 
ernor calls attention to the fact that the 
law provides, when volumes of the court re- 
ports zo below 25 on hand, a batch of 500 
more shall be printed. Often less than 50 
would answer, and, by making a change in 
this law, the state can be saved $512 at a 
time, or the better part of it. 

Relief for Supreme Court. 


The work of the compiler’ of records, he 
says, has cost the state already $78,000 and 
the state has gotten out of it only about 
2.500. 

Reference is made to the congestion in 
the supreme court, which at each séssion be- 
comes more so, and the governor recommends 
that. some step be taken looking to relief of 
this condition. 

In the matter of pensions, the report of 
commissioners to the governor, it ig 

was a considerable error of 1s 
ment on the 1915 calculations, and that the 
new applications aggregate an increase of 
$53,250 in excess of the estimate sent to the 
last legislature. 

The recommendations of the trustees of 
the state board of health, as made in their 
report, are presented to the legislature in 
the governor's message. 

In the engrossing and enrolling depart- 
ment, of the house and senate, the governor 
recommends a change from the old pen and 
ink method to the use of typewriters, ag 
better in appearance and more easily pre- 
served.

The pending state warehouse system bill 
also is commended to the attention of this 
session. Likewise attention is directed to 
the importance of the pending land title bill. 


Compulsory Education, 


Considerable attention is given by the 
governor to compulsory education, citing the 
fact that only two. states in the union— 
Georgia and Mississippi—have failed to enact 
some kind of compulsory attendance law. 
Mr. Brittain’s report is cited showing that, 
though Georgia is normally democratic in 
all its ideals, education here has been aris- 
tocratic until a recent period. The gov- 
ernor expresses the wish, in connection with 
the discussion of compulsory education, that 
the legislature shall adopt Mr. Brittain’s 
suggestion of appointment of a literary com- 
mission. Ele directs attention to the draft 
of a compulsory education bill in Mr. Brit- 
tain’s annual report, which is repeated this 
year, and earnestly recommends it _ to 
the consideration of the legislature. At- 
tention, too, is directed to the importance of 
the question of free text books for children 
unable to supply themselves. 

The new prohibition laws, .the overnor 
says, are being well enforced. Ine fea- 
ture. though, had placed a great deal of work 
on the ordinaries of the counties, for which 
they get no compensation, and he recom- 
mends that the law be amended to fix suit- 
able compensation for these state officers, 
the compensation to be paid by the carrier 
or the person whose duty it is to file the pa- 
per recorded. He recommends further 
amendment of the act in clarifying the word 
“or’ in its connection as between the des- 
ignated .quantities of intoxicants, saying it 
was undoubtedly ‘the purpose of the _ legis- 
lature to restrict the shipment ‘to only one 
class in a month. 

On elimination of local legislation the 
governor directs attention to the enormous 
amount of time consumed, and suggests that 
this work might be handled by the courts or 
other proper county tribunal. This work 
eliminated the legislature can give more and 
better attention to state measures, and, as 
other states have done, might arrange fer 
biennial sessions. ao .

The first day of the present session 
of the general assembly saw the intro- 
duction of three bills for the purpose 
of creating biennial, instead of the 
present annual session of the legisla- 
ture. 

Bills for this purpose were introduced 
in the house by Representatives Ledbet- 
ter, Of Polk, and Beck, of Carroll, and 
in the senate a bill for this purpose 
was introduced by Senator Peacock, .of 
the fourteenth district. The senator’s 
bill provides for an increase of the 
per diem stipend of the legislators of 
from $4 to $6.

BIL TO ERADICATE 
LYNCHING PLANNED 


Measure Provides Penalties for 
Sheriff From Whose Cus- 
tody Prisoner Is Taken. 


At the first day’s session of the 
general assembly, Representative Henry 
Fullbright, of Burke county, intro- 
duced a bill, the object of which is to 
eradicate the lynching evil in Georgia, 
and for that purpose provides pena- 
ties for the sheriff from whose cus- 
tody the person lynched is taken. 

The first section of the bill provides 
that whenaprisoneris taken from the 
custody of a sheriff or his dputies, the 
sheriff automatically forfeits his of- 
fice. 

The second section provides’ that 
where a warrant is sworn out for a 
person and when, in consequence of 
the sheriff's failure to exercise proper 
diligence in the execution of the war- 
rant, the person for whom the warrant 
is issued is lynched, the sheriff shall 
be subject to removal by the governor, 
after the governor has made an in- 
vestigation. 

The third section provides that where 
a prisoner is taken from the custody 
of the sheriff in one county and lynch- 
ed in another county, the sheriff of the 
county in which the lynching occurs 
is subject to removal at the discretion 
of the governor. 

The fourth section provides that any 
sheriff losing his office under this pro- 
posed law is ineligible to election 
dgain., 


WRIGHT IS OUT OF RACE. 


Will Not Run for Congress in 
the Fourth. 


Newnan, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)— 
Hon. W. C. Wright, of Newnan, whose 
candidacy for congress in the fourth 
district has been regarded as one of 
the certainties of the present campaign, 
announced today that he would not be 
in the race. Reasons for his declina- 
tion are set forth in a statement given 
out late this afternoon, which is as 
follows: ; 

“To the People of the Fourth Congres- 
sional District: I had intended offering as 
a@ candidate for the _ sixty-fifth congress 
from this district in the primary election 
to be held on September 12, and have so 
stated to numerous 4friends.

There will be an end to “popularity 
contest” voting schemes in Georgia if 
the bill which was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Ed Wohlwender, of Musco- 
gee, on the first day of the present 
session of the legislature becomes a 
law. Mr. Wohlwender’s bill would de- 
clare all such contests illegal. 

' Mr. Wohlwender sets forth his rea- 
sons for introducing the bill as fol- 
lows: 

“It is a commercial scheme to work 
up business, but there is too much’) 
work in it for the ‘entrants’ for what 
they get out of it. “Why, every time 
one of these ‘contests’ is put on a lot 
of young ladies of the community get 
into it and try to win prizes. Of course, 
they can’t all win, but they all put in 
an endless amount of work, drum ev- 
ery Office, store and even residence in 
behalf of ‘votes,’ and in the end about 
half of them, or more, are disappointed.

entitle the holder, or any other per- 
son, to participate in any contest 
whereby anything of value is offered 
as a prize. 


New County Backers 
Decide to Name It 
For Judge Simmons 


The proposed new county to be cut 
from portions of Dooley and Houston 
if created by the legislature will be 
named Simmons in honor of the late 
Chief Justice T. J. Simmons. Unadilla 
is the prospective county seat. 

It was at first the intention of the 
promoters of this new county to call 
it Lamar, but it was found that the 
backers of gnother proposed new coun- 
ty, to be cut from Baker, Early and 
Calhoun counties, with Arlington as a 
county seat, had already determined 
upon this name. 

Chief Justice Simmons was a colonel 
of the Forty-fifth Georgia during the 
civil war, was later solicitor general 
of the Macon circuit and in 1896 was 
chosen to serve on the supreme court 
of the state in which service he died, 

The proposed new county of “Peach,” 
to be composed of parts of Macon and 
Houston counties, with Fort Valley as 
a county seat, has headquarters in the 
Kimball house in charge of Professor 
Ralph Newton, superintendent of the 
public schools of Fort Valley. Others 
working for the new county are H. G. 
Hardison, of Byron; Dr. J. R. Kenney, 
former mayor of Fort Valley, and Alva 
B. Green, ex-member of the legisla- 
ture and present mayor of Fort Valley. 


MANCHESTER TO VOTE 
ON IMPROVEMENT BONDS 


Manchester, Ga., June 28.—(Special.) 
At an enthusiastic mass meeting held 
this afternoon the citizens of Man- 
chester unanimously voted in favor of 
the mayor and councilmen calling a 
special election for the purpose of vot- 
ing bonds of sixty thousand dollars 
with which to install a water and sew- 
erage system.

The administration of all 
legal questions in which the state is 
so vitally interested should be from 
a centralized source—the office of the 
attorney general—and it is a waste 
of money as well as fundamentally 
wrong to have a special attorney to 
do the work which the state has al- 
ready provided shall be done by the 
attorney general,” said President Og- 
dens in behalf of his bill. 

I‘ormer representative Joe Hill Hall, 
of Bibb, who introduced the amendment 
to the railroad commission bill in 1907 
providing for the special attorney for 
the commission, stated that he only 
intended the office to last, until the 
commission was well under way. “I 
am heartily in favor of the bill abol- 
ishing the office,” he said. 

With the new office of an assistant 
attorney general created and that of 
special attorney to the railroad com- 
mission abolished the attorney general 
would have ample time to handle the 
State’s railroad affairs and other more 
important matters and at the same time 
care for the more detailed work of the 
department, explained the author. 
Should the bill pass the _ assistant 
would be appointed by the attorney 
general and would only hold office 
during his incumbency.

‘JUNE HAS PROVED IDEAL 


SAYS VON HERRMANN 


Is Cool, Comparatively, But 
Wam Enough, and With 
Plenty of Rainfall. 


As Junes go in Georgia, this has 
been a remarkably cool one, as is 
shown by records in the office of Fed- 
eral Meteorologist C. F. von Herrmann; 
and the month has been ideal for com- 
fort and the growth of vegetation. 

Just now the weather is described 
by Mr. vor Herrmann ea being “queer.” 
“There is no storm anywhere,” he 
said Wednesday, “and no disturbance 
except a minor one over Wyoming, and 
it’s hard to make an accurate pre- 
diction as to future conditions when 
the atmosphere is that way. Still,” he 
continued, “I look for tomorrow to fol- 
low along about the same us today 
‘has been, and probably the same con- 
dition will continue for the rest of 
the week.” 

The mean temperature of June thus 
far has been 74 degrees, as against 
the normal of 76. The mean for 1915 
was 75.3 degrees. 

The highest record for the month, 
1916, was 90, on June 22; and the cold- 
; est was 59, on the ninth. On the first 
'of June this year the maximum tem- 
perature was 85. The highest tem- 
perature on a June 1, in the history of 


the weather bureau in Atlanta was 
95, in 1895; and in previous years there 


has not been a June day when 90 was 


not recorded until this year. 

The maximum June temperature in 
1898 was 98 which stood as a June 
high temperature record until June 25 
1914, when the thermometer reache 
100. The lowest temperature in any 
June in Atlanta was 39, on June 1, 
1889. The coolest June thus far, tak- 
ing the month as a whole, was in 1884, 
when the mean temperature was 71, or 
three degrees cooler than the mean 
for the current month: and the hottest 
June was that of 1914, when the mean 
was 81. 

The coldest month—mean tempera- 
ture—in Atlanta's history, so far as 
federal records go, was February, 1895, 
with a mean temperature of 34, and 
the warmest February was in 1890, 
when the temperature was 55—a varia- 
tion of 21 degrees. The coldest Jan- 
uary was that of 1884, and the warm- 
est, that of 1880, with mean tempera- 
tures, respectively, of 36 and 541—a va- 
riation of 18% 

The greatest variation, one year with 
another, in monthly means, is a range 
of 47 degrees—betweén a minimum 
mean of 34 in February, 1895, and a 
maximum mean of 81 for July, 1888.

New York, June 28.—(Special.)—-The Wat- 
kins bureau of H. F. Bachman & Co. esti- 
mates the condition of the cotton crop 48 
of June 22, at 79.1 per cent of normal, 
compared with 78.5 two weeks o and 
77.4 last month. This compares with 79.4 
at this date last year, 77.1 in 1914, 83.0 in 
1913, 82.5 in 1912 and the ten-year aver- 
age of 80.2. Our final estimate of the acre- 
age planted in cotton is’ 34,997,000 acres, 
compared with 382,107,000 acres last year, 
an increase of 9 per cent. The yield per 
acre last year wee 170.5 pounds, which if 
applied to the present acreage, would indi- 
cate a crop of 12,064,308, exclusive of lint- 
ers.

Washington, June 28.—Cotton is making 
good progress in most sections of the belt, 
The National Weather and Crop Bulletin 
today announced. Reviewing the condi- 
tions for the week, which ended Tuesday, 
the bulletin says: 

“Higher temperatures than have  pre- 
vailed during the week had a favorable ef- 
fect upon the growth of cotton and it has 
made,good pragress in most sections. Heavy 
showers have interrupted cultivation to 
some extent, and there is some complaint 
of grassy fields.

SECURITIES AGAIN 
REGEIVE SETBACK 


Feeble Upturn in Opening 
Hour Is Crushed in Spite 
of Encouraging Develop- 
ments—Mexican Situation 
Is Paramount. 


New York, June 28.—Much of the 
ground recovered yesterday from Mon- 
day’s weak market was surrendered 
today and in some.instances more be- 
sides. Trading was apathetic, except 
for the first hour, when some sem- 
blance of activity and firmness was 
maintained. For the balance of the 
session the list sagged slowly to lower 
levels, prices yielding more from sheer 
inertia than actual liquidation. Short 
covering effected rallies of one to two 
points in some of the more speculative 
leaders just before the close. 

"The Mexican situation was again 
the overshadowing feature, private ad- 
vices received by banking interests 
Suggesting an early declaration of hos- 
tilities. Other developments were en- 
couraging in their implications, but 
these were ignored in the apprehen- 
sion created by the paramount issue 
of the day. 

Mexican Petroleum was the only is- 
sue of its especial class to be seri- 
ously affected, recording an extreme 
loss of 4, at 88%, making a shrinkage 
of 17 points in the past fortnight. 
American Smelting lost only 2 and 
Greene Cananea Copper made an actual 
advance of more than a point. 

Motor etocks, the prominent indus- 
trials and equipments, as well as mu- 
nitions, with few exceptions, were 1 
to 3 points lower on comparatively 
light offerings, but coppers and ship- 
ping issues were firm when not sub- 
ject to pressure. 

Rails afforded the basis of early sta- 
bility, such issues as Reading and 
Union Pacific showing some strength, 
with an advance of 1% points in New 
York, Ontario and Western on resump- 
tion of dividend payments after a lapse 
of almost three years. This was offset 
however, by postponement of action on 
the common dividend of the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis (Pan 
Handle) road, that stock breaking 5 
points in the final dealings. 

A further break in marks to 73, a de- 
cline of 8% from the middle of the 
month, was the ‘significant feature of 
the exchange market. 

Bonds were irregular on nominal 
dealings. Total sales, par value, ag- 
gregated $2,280,000. 

United States bonds were unchanged

Chicago, June 28.—Wheat, after 
dragging through the early hours, had 
& good recovery in the later trading. 
The close was steady with July %®@%c 
lower at $1.00% @1.00%; while Sep-

1.04%. December finished the day %c 
higher at $1.07%. Corn, 
dragged with wheat, finished at an ad- 
vance of from’ % to %@ %c, while vats 
closed from a shade higher to %c low- 
er, with provisions ranging from 5c 
higher for July pork, to a decline of lic. 

Wheat moved in an erratic course 
with several sharp breaks which car- 
ried July prices to Ke of the low mark 
of the season and a rally at the finish, 
which touched tife high mark of the 
day. Sentiment was bearish and there 
was evidence of overselling on the de- 
clines. Elevator interests invested in 
July and sold September grain at 3% 
to 3% difference. Improved harvest- 
ing conditions in the southwest with 
fair yields from Oklahoma threshing 
contributed to the bearish view of the 
market. At no time was the trading 
heavy. Export business continued to 
concentrate largely on the Canadian 
Srain, though the seaboard intimated 
that there was some inquiry for hard 
winter wheat. Cash sales were 20,000 
bushels Of wheat, 120,000 bushels of 
corn, including 50,000 bushels to ex- 
porters, and 175,000 bushels of oats. 

Corn was sold heavily early in the 
day and prices which had been forced 
down reacted when the pressure was 
removed, ne the highest point in 
the last hour. Jemand for July and 
September, which developed, forced 
early sellers to cover. Increasing 
country offerings were noted and a 
zood cash demand with the seaboard 
seeking immediate shipment resulted 
in fair sales. 

Sentiment in the oats pit was gen- 
erally bearish with good crop reports 
and a notably large available stock. Ex- 
port houses accumulated supplies of 
July while commission houses sold the 
near month and invested in the Sep- 
tember delivery. 

Provisions were active at a lower av- 
erage. Shipments of meat were large 
and lard and ribs were disposed of in 
considerable amounts. 
pectation of heavy buying by the gov- 
ernment for army use. Lower prices 
on live hogs were reflected in the pro- 
vision prices, all of which, with the ex- 
ception of July pork, closed at a de- 
cline.
